smith’s son, was forged upon the bloody

- Benito’ Mussolini, corporal ‘of the 
Bersaglieri, rose out of the con- 
sequences of the great struggle; as 
also -Adolf Hitler, corporal of the 
Bavarian Regiment of the line; as 
also Josef Stalin, commissar ‘and 
workman commander ‘of the Red 
Guard. . 


Mussolini, Duce of Italian Socialigm, 
started out. in the Great War. as a 
pacifist.. On July 27, the eve of Aus- 
tria’s assault, on Serbit, while thunder 
clouds gathered along the sultry 
Danube valley,. Mussolini wrote . the 
decisive editorial in Avanti! leading 
Italian Socialist newspaper. It pro- 
claimed “OUR NEUTRALITY MUST 
BE ABSOLUTE!” 


Italy was under contract to fight 
alongsde Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many. ‘The .utmost, however, that 
the Central Powers could hope for was 
Italian: neutrality. Already in Italy 
powerful voices were raised in the 
Liberal.camp for intervention against 
the, Austro-German bloc. 


Mussolini, in Avanti? scornfully, 
savagely, rejected the pleas of both 
partisans. Imperialist Austria, which 
had gaoled him, he hated: But then 
Monarchist Italy had also -gaoled him. 
And - Republican France, sanguinary 
_ suppressor of. the only Red -. experi- 
ment up to then—the Paris Commune 
- of 1871 — was capitalist, nationalist

triumphal march on Rome. In Milan 
and Rome. defeatism was elevated al- 
most to a policy. Deserters were 
crowned with leaves and heroes were 
spat on in Italian : cities, 

In this terrible hour for his country 
sprang up like a tiger. 
' “Never have I felt sorrow equal to 

that which I endured at the news of 

Caporetto!” With D’Annunzio and 

Rafaele Rosetti, the engineer, who had 

ridden a torpedo into an Austrian 

harbour and: sunk the enemy: flagship, 
he fought’ the vital battle. of the rear. 

In these days Mussolini “created the 

first Fascist groups, sworn to resist to 
the end. 

‘Il Popolo d'Italia howled — defiance. 
“It hounded the slackers, demanded the 

proscription of the Socialist leaderg, 
martial law for all Italy, | and the 
raising. of a volunteer army for a last 
stand. 

Rallied by such forces, Italy got up 
from the floor again and went back 
to war. On the Piave River the bat- 
tered army stood and fought. magni-. 
ficently.. In England. we have  re- 

membered Caporetto as a jibe in these 
later days. We should not have 
forgotten Piave. 

It was Italy’s Marne, A year later 
the:army of Vittorio Veneto dictated 
truce on Austrian soil. But Italy had 
lost 650,000 dead, 450,000 mutilated; 
she numbered 1 060, 000 wounded.
